GENEVA (UPI)—Russia in ‘a 
surprise move Monday called a 
+ ete meeting with British 

oreign Secretary Selwyn 
Ljayd to discuss a way out the 
muciear conference deadlock. 


Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko met with 
Li6yd and their top nuclear ad- 
visers at 11 a.m. at the Soviet 
Minister's request. 


The meeting lasted 45 min- 
utes. Lioyd told newsmen laco- 
Mically, “We just talked.” 
“Gromyko was equally uncom- 
municative. 

The Soviet move came only 
a few hours before the eight- 
month-old nuclear conference 
reconvene at 3 p.m. after a four- 
week recess. 


The British delegation chief 
at the nuclear conference, Min- 
ister of State David Ormsby- 
Gore, and Soviet delegation 
leader Semyon Tsarapkin at- 
tended the meeting at the 
Lioyd’s private villa. 


There was no immediate in- 
formation about the details of 
their discussion. 


A conference spokesman 
merely stated that Monday’s 
get-together had been arranged 
at Gromyko’s initiative. 


The Soviet move aroused 
diplomatic speculation because 
of the absence from the talks 


of U.S. Secretary of State Chris- 
tian Herter. 


The United States is a mem- 
of the nuclear conference, 
with Britain and the Soviets. 


The three-power conference 
has been deadlocked over a 
number of political and techni- 
cal issues, and Western minis- 
terial attempts here earlier this 
month failed to sway Gromyko’s 
stalling tactics. 


The West has asked the So- 
viet for a clear-cut reply on 
whether or not it is prepared 
to drop its insistence on a veto 
over procedures for a test ban 
control system, 

The West also is still await- 
ing a Soviet decision on whether 
or not Moscow is prepared to 
examine, together with the 
West, fresh information on test 
detection which became known 
only after the start of the nu- 
clear conference in Geneva Oct.

investigation, the local Maritime 
Safety office learned yesterday. 


The Foreign Office has been 
notified of the seizure by the 
Soviet Embassy in Tokyo. 


It was the first time since the 
war's end that Russia formally 
notified Japan of its ayene of 
vessels.

The Rus- 
sians reportedly do not like the 
idea of limiting the German 
participation to the “Berliners.” 


Moscow Rolls Out Red 
Rug for East Germans 


MOSCOW (AP)—An East German delegation led by Com- 
munist Party chief Walter Ulbricht and Premier Otto Grotewohl 
arrived in Moscow by air Monday. 

They were met at Moscow Airport by Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, Deputy Premier Anastas Mikoyan and other top- 


ranking Russian officials. 

The Soviet leaders put on the 
most lavish display in recent 
weeks to greet the East German 
party. 

Although the specific “why” 
of the East German trip here 
at this time has not been entire 
ly answered,“ the display of 
flags, bunting and photographs 
left no doubt of the warmth in 
what is called a Soviet-German 
friendship and unity reunion. 

Red flags flew all the way 
from the Kremlin 25 miles away 
to the Vnukovo Airport. There, 
under the hot sun, diplomats 
waited in line. Neither the 
British nor the American em- 
bassies were represented.

Potassium Cyanide Overflows 
Into River, Creates Furor 


URAWA (Kyodo) — Saitama 
prefectural health officials were 
yesterday thrown into a flurry 
by.a report that a large amount 
of potassium cyanide, kept at a 
local industrial plant, accident- 
ally flowed into sewers of the 
city of Hanno. 

potassium cyanide, total- 
ing 20 kilograms, according to 
a report received by the Hanno 
Police Station from Genji Taka- 
bayashi, president of the Sanzen 
Kogy6 Co., had been dissolved 
into 600 kiloliters of water in a 
company tank for metal plating 
purposes. : 

The poisonous solution, how- 
ever, flowed out of the tank into 
the City’s sewers because its 
faucet had been broken. 

Police immediately informed 
U.S. authorities at Johnson Air 
Base of the accident as it was 
feared the solution would flow 
into the Iruma River which 
is~a source of drinking water 
for the American base. 

Police at the same time warn- 
ed fishery cooperatives along

About 150,000 fish were found 
dead and floating on the Irima 
River yesterday evening in an 
aréa stretching over come 300 


City. 


However, no damage was re- 
ported to men and cattle up to

Police and fire fighters were 
posted on the river banks to 
prevent people from taking 
dead fish. 

Meanwhile, the pharmaceuti- 
cal section of the Saitama Pre- 
fectural Government said yes- 
terday that 20 kilograms of 
potassium cvanide is a big 
amount, but that it may not do 
any harm to men after it goes 
down the river for several kilo- 
meters. 

Tests made of the river water 
at six places at about yesterday 
afternoon showed that no trace 
of potassium cyanitiie was 
found. The Prefectural Public 
Health Agency which made the 
tests believed that the drug had 
already beén washed away. 


De Gaulle’s 
Dispute With 
Allies Bared 


PARIS (UPI)—Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle served notice Monday 
that France is going to make 
no further commitments tothe 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion (NATO) unless and until 
the U.S. and Britain share their 
atomic secrets with her. 


De Gaulle’s new dispute with 
his ~allies became public when 
news leaked that NATO fighter- 
bombers are being moved out of 
France. 

The reason: France won't 
allow atomic weapons on her 
soil unless she can share control 
of them. Neither the U.S. nor 
Britain has been willing to share 
| this control. So the planes must 
fiy to Britain or West Germany 
to be armed. 

In reply to questions about 
this, the French Foreign Minis- 
try said Monday it is indeed true 
that no agreements have been 
reached about control of atomic 
installations on French territory. 

The Foreign Ministry ended 
its published answer by saying, 
“The French Government con- 
siders them essential, but it is 
not a question of taking on any 
new commitments with NATO.”

Visiting Indonesian President 
Sukarno was received in audi- 
ence by the Emperor and Em- 
press at the Imperial Palace yes- 
terday and was conferred Ja- 
pan’s highest decoration. 

Sukarno, here on a state visit, 
rode with Prince Takamatsu in 
a horse-drawn carriage from 
the Geihinkan Guest House to 
the Imperial Palace at 10:30 a.m. 
The Emperor met the state guest 
at the front porch of the Im- 
perial Household Agency build- 
ing. 

In the course of the Palace 
visit, Sukarno was presented by 
the Emperor with Japan's 
highest decoration, the Grand 
Cordon of the Supreme Order 
of the Chrysanthemum. 

Later in the morning, His 
Majesty returned the call at the 
Geihinkan Guest House. 

In the evening, the Indonesian 
President was the guest of 
honor at a state dinner given by 
the Emperor at the Imperial 
Palace. Crown Prince Akihito, 
Crown Princess Michiko and 
other members of the Imperial 
Family, as well as Prime Minis- 
ter Nobusuke Kishi and other 
high Government officials dlso 
attended. 

They were joined at 9 p.m. by 
members of the diplomatic corps 
for an evening ng party.

The Foreign Ministers of the 
States, Britain and 
France met with Russia's And- 
rei A. Gromyko at his headquar- 
ters here in late afternoon after 
holding a strategy conference 
among themselves. They were 
reported gloomy about prospects 


for a Berlin agreement after a 


Weekend declaration by Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev that 
he would not accept any ar- 
rangement which would “per- 
petuate the occupation regime in 
West Berlin.” 


This seemed to rule out a for- 
mal accord sought by the West 
to guarantee the Western posi- 
tion in the Communist-encircled 
city. Some diplomats thought it 
would not necessarily bar an un- 
derstanding that Russia would 
refrain from any threat or use 
of force to try to squeeze the 
Western powers out of Berlin. 


French Foreign Minister 
Maurice Couve de Murville re- 
turned at midday from consulta- 
tions in Paris. British Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd arrang- 
ed to fly to London next Friday 
for consultations with Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan. 


To Speed Up Talks 


GENEVA (UPI)—The West 
drafted a new Big-Four move 
Monday challenging Russia to 
affirm it will not go to war over 
Berlin. It was the first step from 
the Western side to wind up the 
five-week-old Geneva confer- 
enc. 


Top Western officials were pre- 
pering a mid-conference “bal- 
ance sheet” declaration to be 
handed Soviet Foreign Minister 


}Andrei A. Gromyko early this 


week—unless, of course, Rus- 
sia drops its demands before the 
Western plan is completed. 


The document would include 
a commitment to settle the Ber- 
lin conflict peaceably and a rec- 
ognition that Western forces are 
legally in West Berlin. 


Gromyko would be asked to 
join the Western ministers in 
signing the declaration. 


There were many significant 
signs in the wind that Russia 
had something important com- 
ing up: 

-—The entire East German 
leadership fiew to Moscow this 
morning for Kremlin summit 
talks with Soviet Premier Ni- 
kita Khrushchev. 

—Soviet diplomats in Geneva 
circulated private warnings 
that Russia intends to hand 
over control of West Berlin’s 
lifelines to the puppet East Ger- 
mans regardless of the Geneva 
talks. 

—The Russians also planted 
the idea of dropping the reject- 
ed “free city” label from their 
Berlin plan if the West would 
relinquish their occupation 
rights and reduce troops to the 
“symbolic” level. 

While all these currents were 
circulating on the conference 
scene, Soviet delegates openly 
expressed to newsmen a bright 
confidence that there would be 
a Geneva agreement very soon. 


State Minister Shigejiro Ino, 
director of the Defense Agency, 
is scheduled to confer with 
members of the National De- 
fense Council this week on the 
choice of a new fighter plane 
for Japan’s Air Self-Defense 
Force, 


Selection of a new fighter to 
replace the now outmoded F86 
has been pending for the past 
two years. 


The National Defense Council, 
composed of Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi and other Cabi- 
net members, is the supreme 
advisory organ on formulation 
of defense policy. 


Ino’s talks will be based on 
reports made by Hisashi Imai, 
vice director of the Defense 
Agency, on his recent confer- 
ences in Washington with high 
U.S. Defense Department offi- 
cials. Imai returned last Fri- 
day from aé three-week U.S. 
tour. 

Imai, in his talks with De 
fense Secretary Neil H. McElroy 
and his top aides, reportedly ex- 
plained the progress of the Na- 
tional Defense Council discuss- 
ions on the choice of a new 
mainstay fighter and asked for 
U.S. aid. 

The U.S. officials reportedly 
replied that they. would let their 
stand known after Japan has 
made a formal decision on the 
plane.

they intended to give aid to 
Japan’s production of a new 
mainstay fighter if such decision 
was made. 

Ino and other Defense Agency 
leaders reportedly failed to find 
sufficient data in Imai’s report 
to facilitate selection of a spe- 
cific type of fighter. They ap- 
parently felt there was no need 
to switch from their tentative 
choice of the Grumman fighter. 

Despite Ino’s eagerness to 
have the new fighter chosen 
swiftly, Kishi, Finance Minister 
Eisaku Sato and other National 
Defense Council members re- 
portedly are reluctant to do so 
because of divided opinion 
among the ruling  Liberal- 
Democratic Party members. 

Some of the party members 
are recommending the Lock- 
heed fighter because of its cheap- 
per price. Others are favoring 
the Northrop fighter, which has 
been tentatively adopted by 
Australia 

Another retarding factor in 
the fighter selection is a sweep- 
ing reshuffle of Cabinet and 
party executive posts expected 
to be carried out in the middle 
of this month. 

Ino and other Defense Agency 
leaders intend to complete the 
agency's draft of the second 
long-range defense buildup plan 
on the basis of Imai’s report by 
the end of this month. 

They hope that the National 
Defense Council will adopt the 
draft plan by the end of August.

At Japanese Request 


Repatriation Meet 
Postponed 2 Days 


GENEVA (AP)—The resump- 
tion of the North Korean-Japa- 
nese talks on the repatriation 
of Koreans in Japan to North 
Korea Monday were postponed 
for two days. 


A statement issued by the 
North Korean delegation said 
the postponement had been re- 
quested by the Japanese who 
wanted more time for the re- 
ceipt of instructions from To- 
a 

The Korean delegation then 
added in its statement; 


“The Korean delegation 
agreed to this in order to give 
again the Japanese side time to 
reconsider its unreasonable 
position at this decisive junc- 
ture which might influence the 


fate of the talks.” 

The Japanese delegation, 
without making any statement, 
confirmed the two-day postpone- 
ment of the negotiations. The 
17th session now is due to be 
held Wednesday. 

In their statement Monday 
the Koreans said: 

“The future of the bipartite 
talks depends now entirely on 
whether or not the Japanese 
side will withdraw, both in 
name and reality, the notorious 
‘disposal of complaints.’” 

The postponement of Mon- 
day’s scheduled session was ar- 


ing the two delegations arrang- 
ed at the initiative of the Ko- 
reans, according to the state- 


ment.

unions for discussion. The sec- 
retaries hope to have a revised 
draft ready for presentation at 
Sohyo’s annual convention in 
August. 

The present draft pledges 
Sohyo to continue its support 
of the Socialist, Party. 

Sohyo also pledges to work 
for closer ties with the inter- 
national labor movement, but 
“without discriminating between 
the International Confederation 
of Free Trade Unions and the 
World Federation of Trade 
Unions.” 


How the union proposes 
working with both of these op- 
posed organizations is not ex- 
plained. 


The policy statement declares 
that the planned pact revision 
will strengthen right-wing ele- 
ments in industry and Govern- 
ment. 

Countering this expected 
trend, Sohyo is to launch an 
all-out drive for higher wages, 
including a stronger minimum 


Wage system. At the same time, 


the union pledges itself to resist 
attempts to “streamline” busi- 
ness operations by reducing the 
number of workers. 

On the political side, the draft 
proposes continued opposition 
to the teachers’ efficiency rating 
system, in - semeggagae to the anti- 
pact ee 

The policy statement further 
warns against the “danger” of 
a labor-management truce. 

Sohyo leaders, earlier an- 
nounced plans for the summer 
and autumn in which the cam- 
paign would include a “general 
strike,” bigger in scale than the 
movement carried out last fall 
to protest the proposed revision 
of the Police Duties Law. The 
campaign, they said, will be 
brought to a climax during the 
autumn Diet session, when a 
revised security pact is expect- 
ed to be submitted for ratifica- 
tion.

Ike Asks End 
To Ceiling on 
Bond Interest 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Monday asked Congress to elimi- 
nate the interest ceiling on US. 
Government bonds, beth long 
and short term. He also called 
for an increase in the national 
debt ceiling. 

In a special message, Eisen- 
hower said such steps are neces- 
sary for successful management 
of the public debt, now a rec- 
ord $286 billion. 

The President said the Treasu- 
ry Department will formally put 
before Congress requests for: 

1. Removal of the current 
3% per cent interest ceiling on 
savings bonds. 

2. Elimination of the present 
4%, per cent interest limit on 
marketable bonds of more than 
five years maturity. 

3. A rise in the permanent 
national debt ceiling from the 
current $283 billion of $288 bil- 
lion, plus an increase in the tem- 
porary limit, from the present 
$288 billion to $295 billion.

Informed sources said if the 
new concessions were rejected 
by the North Korean side, Ja- 
pan would have no alternative 
but to suspend the talks. 

According to informants, the 
two concessions were: 

1. That in handling com- 
plaints, Japan would agree to 
use the expression “change of 
will” to be repatriated as in- 
sisted on by the North Korean 
side. 

2. That in this event, only 
the person involved can make 
the complaint. 

Japan had previously propos- 
ed the wording “questions rela- 


and that his family or legal pro- 
xies be permitted, if circum- 
stances required, to file the com- 
piaint. 

The new-~ instructions were 
sent to Geneva following a con- 
ference earlier yesterday among

Nearly 80 Injured 
In Dynamite Blast 


HIROSHIMA (Kyodo)—Near- 
ly 80 persons were injured and 
61 houses destroyed or darriag- 
ed when dynamite in a powder 
magazine exploded suddenly at 
about 7:05 p.m. in Hiroshima 
yesterday. 

The powder magazine, own- 
ed by Sahei Watanabe, 56, of 
the Watanabe Gun Shop in Ten- 
man, Hiroshima Prefecture, was 
located halfway up Mt. Sara- 
yama in Enami. 

Mrs. Yoshiko Kato, 57, of Ena- 
mi was seriously injured by the 
blast while 76 others were 
slightly injured. 

One house ‘in the neightBor- 
hood was totally destroyed 
and 60 others were damaged by 
the explosion while window 
panes within a radius of one 
and a half kilometers of the ex- 
plosion were shattered. 

Fifty policemen and about 100 
firefighters were sent to the 
scene of the explosion to help 
those injured. 

The cause of explosions is 
now under police investigation,

Disclosure of the move came 
after a pre<diawn shooting in- 
cident near the presidential 
palace caused a flurry of excite 
ment on an etherwise quiet day 
in this invasion-jittery capital. 
Gen. Anastasio Somoza, brother 
of the President and head of 
the National Guard, said the in- 
cident was “just a bunch of 
drunks celebrating: it was not 
an act of aggression against the 
palace.” 

Costa Rican Ambassador 
Miguel A. Valladares said Presi- 
dent Luis A. Somoza Debayle, 
whom rebel invaders are trying 
to overthrow, gave the move his 
blessing. He called it a “human- 
itarian project,” Valladares said. 

A high Government official 
termed the peace petition 4a 
“white flag” signalling the pos- 
sible end of hostilities. He said 
the first step would be to re 
open Monday the stores closed 
in the strike called by opposi- 
tion forces last week. 

The Nicaraguan businessmen 
signed the petition Saturday 
urging the diplomats to try to 
work out a settlement restoring 
peace between the Government 
and the opposition. 

Two small bands of rebels 
landed in Nicaragua by plane 
from Costa Rica last Sunday 
and Monday, and the National 
Guard has been trying to round 
them up. 

The Nicaraguan businessmen 
sent the mediation appeal to the 
envoys of Panama, Costa Rica, 
Honduras, Guatemala and Sal- 
vador.

LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)—

committee of the Atlantic Con- 
gress, meeting here, said it was 
possible Japan might have nu- 
clear weapons within a decade. 

In 15 or 20 years, he added, 
India and possibly a Pan-Arab 


‘state might join the ranks of 


nuclear powers, while Com- 
munist China, armed with 
atomic weapons and with an en- 
larged industrial basis, would be 
a formidable world power. 


With nuclear weapons, Cleve- 
land said, Japan and Communist 
China would not be satisfied 
with the role of junior partners 
in world affairs, nor would 
India and Pan-Arabia be satis- 
fied with a neutralist policy. 

A new approach to foreign 
affairs, neither pro-Soviet nor 
pro-Western, was already dis- 
cernible in India and the United 
Arab Republic. 


Within a few years, Cleveland 
said, the United States and the 
Soviet Union might find that the 
primary problem was no longer 
how to defend, or in the case 
of the Soviet to subvert, weak 
nations but how to cope with a 
multi-polar world which includ- 
ed new powers and blocs of 
powers whose positive aims 
might be as inconsistent with 
those of the Soviet Union as 
those of the West. 


Truck Rams Tree, 
Kills 16 in U.S.

British ‘Flying Saucer’ Makes 
First Successful Test Flight 


COWES, Isle of Wight (UPI) 
—Britain’s “flying saucer” got 
off the ground successfully for 
the first time Sunday. 

A brief announcement from 
Saunders Roe Ltd. and the Na- 
tional Research Development 
Corporation said the hush-hush 
“hovercraft,” dubbed the “flying 
saucer” by nearly every news- 
paper in Britain, made a suc 
cessful first flight Sunday after- 
noon. - 

No details were given. 

The wingless saucer is design- 
ed to ride a cushion of air three 
feet thick between it and the 
ground or water. If further tests 
prove it feasible, plans are to 
construct 100-ton models which 
will act as speedy “ships of the 
air” to ferry cars and cargo 
across the English Channel and 
similar narrow bodies of water. 

The “flying saucer” has been 
declassified officially as “of no 
military value.” But Saunders- 
Roe was surrounding the tests 
with the utmost secrecy.

Musings on the Fate of Latin 


By MATTHEW ROGERS 


Scarcely had I recovered from 
the boat race defeat of Cam- 
bridge by “the other university,” 
when another blow struck me 
dumb. I am speechelses, and 
so I write, I have learned that 
Cambridge is no longer to have 
Latin as a necessary part of 
ite entrance examinations. I 
have also learned Latin: I do 
not speak without book, (or 
crib!). I too have suffered: 
bonus, bona, bonum was not 
so good, and I did not exactly 
love amo, amas, amat, but at 
least, I scraped together 
enough marks for the necessary 
Latin qualifications. So I am 
shocked, deflated (L. deflatus) 
at the news. Cambridge with- 
out Latin is inconceivable— 
imagine stew without dump- 
lings or Tokyo without nolse. 
(My informant mentioned noth- 
ing about Oxford—he knows me 
well—and so I need not descend 
into crude vituperation.) 

Latin is useless—so say the 
critics of “classical” educatiom 
so (apparently) say those be- 
hind the Cambridge conspiracy, 
so say I. It is use of its 
“uselessness” that I support it. 
(I use the same argument in 
favor of constitutional monar- 
chy, but I convert few people). 
The “uselessness” of something 
is often its greatest use. Bert- 
rand Russell has, in his book 
“In Praise of Idleness” done 
just that: he has praised idle- 
ness. 


This gives my argument 
weight, for it is connected with 
education in two ways. First, 
laziness is not completely 
separate from educational estab- 
lishments, and, furthermore 
Russell connects the two ideas 
by praising in part. the 
“uselessness’”’ of idleness, It 
gives us, he says a “contempla- 
tive habit of mind.” 


Education is: not useful; if 
it attempts to be, then it is 
not education. Socrates advises 
his disciples to learn certain 
things not because they are 
useful, but because “a gentle- 
man ought to know them.” But 
perhaps it is weak to s 
of “gentlemen” in this context; 
the gentleman might well dis- 
appear with his Latin. 


“For what are classics but 
the noblest recorded thoughts 
o. man,” says Thoreau musing 
by Walden Pond. Babbitt sup- 
ports de Tocqueville in saying 
that a “contempt for antiquity 
is one of the chief dangers of 
a democracy.” Eliot, it is well 
known, adheres to the idea of 
a classical education. The first 
essayist, Montaigne, has as 
usual a warning to give. He 
laments the confusion made 
between learning and wisdom: 
“Suppose we may be learned 
by other men’s learning. Sure 
I am, we can never be ‘wise, 
but by our owne wisdome,” 
“We are ever ready,” he. says, 
“to aske: Hath he any skill in 
the Greek and Latin tongue?... 
but whether he be wne 
better or wiser ... that is never 
spoken of.” 


These words are incidentally 
from his essay “On Pedantisme,” 
and, accepting them, we would 
not be foolish enough to say 
that the study of the classics 
makes a man better. But the 
first (and unpedantic) English 
essayist, Bacon, first wrote, 
we remember,: in Latin and 
then translated it into his na- 
tive tongue. “Why?” “Words.” 

The greatest contribution to 
knowledge of recent years has 
been the investigation of words, 
an analysis of their meaning 
and the meaning of the mean- 
ing. The last phrase should 
remind us that Cambridge her- 
self has produced much work 
in this field. It is a job for 
us all. We must all take care 
of what we say and how we 
say it—and in doing so we 
are philosophers if we take 
(with Coleridge) the main task 
of the philosopher to be a 
“desynonymizing” of words. 

Such care would make clear- 
er our immense debt to the 
classics. As we must know our 
words, so we will know how 
many of them are of “classical” 


origin. How many such words 
did we use over dinner last 
night; how many are we read- 
ing in the paper this morning? 
Do we khow why we are using 
them, and how? Vigilance is 
necessary, especially in Japan 
where cultures and ideas (that 
is, words) clash. 

The Japanese educator might 
do well to out-West the West 
by making Latin a necessary 
passport to university study at 
a time when the West (so it 
seems) is discarding the cul- 
tural compass. Such a move 
would do two valuable things 
at the very least: we would 
then be able to see which uni- 
versities are universities; and 
it would also counter the per- 
nicious fashion of English. 

Latin may go, but Latin 
thought, Latin words — our 
thought, our words—will go on. 
It may be that doctors will be- 
gin to write their prescriptions 
in English, and thus hasten the 
deaths of countless patients— 
death by unknown distress from 
the known disease. 

But Latin will not die, and 
if it is suppressed, it will, like 
other things, go underground 
and gain strength. It will reap- 
pear refreshed with a new 
“Preservation Society” for its 
support. It may be discour- 
aged, banished from our uni- 
versities pro tem by some Litt. 
D. or Ph. D., but it will -not 
die gine prole superstite. Cam- 
bridge was, is and always will 
be my alma mater; but I can 
think of her—especially perhaps 


at the moment—as my “bounte-. 


ous mother.” .

Animal Talk 


By ALAN ZAHN, V.M.D. 
Distemper in Dogs 

While the disease known as 
distemper in dogs is as old as 
the history of the canine 
species there is still much the 
scientists have yet to find out 
about it. 

Recently, in the United 
States, there has been develop- 
ed a laboratory test to control 
distemper. 

The problem among others 
has always been, can young 
puppies be successfully vac- 
cinated against distemper? 

It is now definitely known 
that puppy receives temporary 
immunity against distemper 
from its mother if she is im- 
mune. Within the first day of 
life, a puppy does this by 
absorbing immunity (anti- 
bodies) from colostrum in the 
mother’s milk. Colostrum is 
the first milk a mother secretes, 

The immunity thus gained is 
complete, but only .temporary. 
The length of time this im- 
munity lasts ‘depends on the 
mother’s level of immunity 
since her level determines the 
amount of antibodies in her 
colostrum. If a mother has a 
very high level of antibodies, 
her puppies may be protected 
longer than nine weeks; if her 
level is low, less than three 
weeks. 

It is opportune here to state 
emphatically that.a puppy can 
be immunized against distem- 
per only after it has lost the im- 
munity transferred to _ it 
through the colostrum of its 
mother. 

A puppy cannot profit from 
vaccination while even a small 
part of this maternal protection 
is present. 

A puppy which gets little 
protection from its mother 
needs the protection of vaccina- 
tion as early in life as possible 
if distemper is to be prevented. 
Therefore a method to deter- 
mine the desirable age to vac- 
cinate would be of great value. 

This can now be done by 
means of a blood test of the 
mother’s serum which tells the 
veterinarian the amount of pro- 
tection that will be transferred 
to her puppies through her 
colostrum. From this the best 
age to vaccinate a puppy can 
be foretold by a chart known 
as a “nonograph.” This blood 
test must be done in a labora- 


able in Japan). ‘The best time 
first is one month after breed- 
ing. 

The immunity produced by 
vaccination is not permanent 
in all dogs. Tests of immunity 
also have been made available 
to veterinarins 60 that dog 
owners may find out if a dog 
needs vaccinations.

Restrictions 
On Investors 
To Be Eased 


The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry yesterday de 
cided to ease restrictions on for- 
eign investors in Japan. 

MITI said it will carry out a 
drastic relaxation of the opera- 
tional aspects of the Foreign 
Investment Control Law. 

A‘ the same time, it decided 
to permit conditionally the re 
mittance of dividends of certain 
issues of Japanese shares own- 
ed oy foreign nationals. 

MITI was expected to start 
negotiations with the Finance 
Ministry on these decisions 
shortly. 

The Foreign Investment Cont 
rol Law governs mainly the re- 
mittance of profits earned by 
foreign investors in Japan, com- 
pensation for technical assist- 
ance extended Japanese indus- 
tries by foreign firms and patent 
royalties. 

Rigid conditions are imposed 
under the present law on remit- 
tance of profits earned by for- 
a investors in general. 

ITI decided to ease the con- 
ditions in view of the strong 
criticism raised by U.S. inves- 
tors as well as Japanese finan- 
cial quarters. 


62% of Farmers 
Also Keep Dairies 


Roughly 62 per cent of the 
farm households in Japan are 
engaged in dairy farming as a 
side business, according to an 
Agriculture-Forestry Ministry 
survey covering the one-year 
period from February 1957. 

Of those engaged in dairy 
farming, 6.6 per cent earned 
more than ¥100,000 during the 
period surveyed.

Farm households in Japan, 
excluding Amami Oshima Is- 
lands, totaled 5,970,000.

The production of electronics 
equipment in Japan, including 
television sets and radio, during 
the current fiscal year is expect- 
ed to reach ¥290,000 million 
worth, according to the Japan 
Telecommunications Industry 
Federation. 

This is a 40 per cent increase 
over the 1958 fiscal year output, 
the federation said. Last fiscal 
year’s production, moreover, 
rose by 54 per cent over the 
previous year due to big de- 
mand for TV and _ transistor 
radios in particular. 

The output of television sets 
last year was 95 per cent great- 
er than fiscal 1957, totaling ¥68,- 
500 million. Opening of new 
TV station in local areas and 
the Crown Prince’s wedding 
served as impetus in boosting 
the demand, the federation said. 

Transistor radio output in- 
creased 2.4 times to ¥9,800 mil- 
lion. 

The total value of electronic 
equipment, including ordinary 
wireless sets, Braun tubes and 
vacuum tubes, reached ¥206,400 
million. 

As 31 more television stations 
are scheduled to be established, 
TV production is expected to 
reach the peak this vear. 

Conclusion of a technical tie- 
up between Tokyo Shibaura 
Electric Co., Ltd. and general 
Electric is also considered a 
favorable factor for the optimis- 
tic outlook.

But in view of the 
fact that 200,000 units were 
turned out in April and taking 
into account preparations of 
various firms for increased pro- 
duction, actual production may 
top the 3,000,000 levc'. 

Radio—The export of transis- 
tor radios, which reached 2,- 
000,000 sets last year, is anti- 
cipated to rise to 3,000,000 sets 
this year. Production is expect- 
ed to reach 7,500,000 units or a 
30 per cent increase over last 
year. 

Transistors and vacuum tubes 
—With the increased output of 
radios and television sets, the 
outpu. of transistors and vacu- 
um tubes this year is expected 
to be double that of last year. 
As the monthly production of 
transistors at present is 6,000,000 
units, the year’s output is esti- 
mated at 72 million valued at 
**20,000 million. 

Vacuum tube output is 8,000,- 
000 tubes per month and the 
total production during fiscal 
1959 is expected to be 100 mil- 
lion units, also worth ¥20,000 
million. In both cases, the pro- 
duction goal is the limit under 
existing facilities. 


Japanese to Train 
Yugoslav Fishermen 


BELGRADE (AP) — Several 
Japanese fishing firms have 
agreed to take Yugoslav fisher- 
men aboard their boats to train 
them to catch tuna fish, Politika 
reported Sunday night. 


So far, Yugoslavia imported 
tuna fish from Japanese fishing 
boats.

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Europe’s Fears and Doubts 

While it seems difficult to see any positive signs of an 
approaching agreement at the foreign ministers conference 
in Geneva, Soviet Premier Khrushchev seems well satisfied 
with his visits to Albania and Hungary from which he re- 
turned home in a jaunty mood. 

While Mr. Gromyko at Geneva has been blaming Chan- 
cellor Adenauer and West Germany for the stiff opposition 
to Soviet proposals on Berlin, Mr. Khrushchev has affected 
to see Italy and Greece as threatening the security of the 


Balkans. 


He declared Saturday that Soviet Russia would estab- 
lish rocket bases in Albania and Bulgaria if the West refused 
to go along with a Communist-inspired atom-free zone in 
the Balkans. Mr. Khrushchev claimed that the idea of the 
denuclearized area in the Balkans had met with wide sup- 


port. from countries in the area, including Yugoslavia. 


He 


warned Italy and Greece not to accept Western missiles. 

Mr. Khrushchev also showed interest in a proposal 
that Moscow should help Albania set up a marine base for 
“fishing vessels” at Sarande, close to the Albanian-Greek 


frontier. He remarked that 


the base would be 20 miles 


from the Greek frontier and 80 miles from the heel of Italy. 
What do Mr. Khrushchev’s preoccupations with the de- 


fenses of the Balkans at this juncture signify? 


It is hard 


to say; but they certainly do not suggest that he really 
believes that there is great chance of international tensions 
in Europe being relieved in the near future. One motive 
in Mr. Khrushchev’s latest activities, however, may be to 
show Yugoslavia how certainly Moscow is guarding Com- 
munist interests in the Balkans and also to indicate to the 
East German Red regime that no Communist area is too 
insignificant to receive full backing. 


The situation in Europe seems to grow more complicat- 
ed daily although the main outlines of the political drama 
are clear enough. The East German Reds on Satu 
made an indirect threat to blockade temporarily West Berlin 
if the West German Government holds its Presidential elec- 


tion in that city. 


Although we believe the holding of 


the election in West Berlin would be an unwise move at 
this time, the threat of the Reds to organize a blockade is 
not a good augury for the future. 

The fact that the threat is made may be regarded as 
just one more argument for the need for the Berlin squab- 
ble to be settled on reasonable terms. But of this there 
seems no chance from the character of the weekend debate 
in Geneva. And this, despite the fact that the conference 
has practically shelved the larger question of the reunifica- 
tion of Germany in favor of attempting to come to some 
arrangement on Berlin. But we have to face the crux that, 
whereas an agreement on the reunification of Germany 
could lead to a solution of the Berlin impasse, it is impos- 
sible to see how a solution on Berlin (if by any means 
obtainable) could lead to the reunification of Germany. 


It appears fairly certain that Moscow will shortly pro- 
ceed to conclude a “peace treaty” with the East German 
regime whatever the developments at Geneva. This would 
make more normal, or rather more definite, the present 
situation as between Soviet Russia and East Germany but 


would not, of course, secure 
powers. 


recognition of the Western 


It would make more difficult the eventful reunifi- 


cation of the German people and set a sort of seal on the 
existence of two Germanys—one a liberal, democratic state 
and the other a dictatorial Communist oligarchy. 

From a practical point of view, the position might not 
greatly differ from what it is now although if all Soviet 
troops were withdrawn from East Germany—which we 
must suppose that to save loss of face the treaty would 
need to concede—the continuance of the Red regime might 


be endangered. 


Probably it is the likelihood of the Russians and Ger- 
man Communist leaders forcing a separate “peace treaty” 
on East Germany, that has led among various reasons West 
German Chancellor Adenauer to decide to retain the Chan- 
cellorship. .He is hoping that the time may come when 
East Germany can be brought into the Federal Republic 
on the basis of free elections so that once again there may 


be “one Germany” with Berlin as its capital. 


It seems that 


Herr Adenauer believes that, if any man can bring this 
about, it is he. Possibly, he suspects weakness on the part 


of others over this objective. 


But Dr. Erhard, who had been regarded as his possible 
successor, is under no illusions as to the character of the 
East German regime. “There is not the slightest possibility 
for any change in political relations with East Germany,” 


he said Sunday.

The Two Party System 


Gulf Too Wide in Japan for Proper Working; Room for Third

When, in 1955, the Liberals 
and the Democrats merged to 
form the Liberal - Democratic 
Party, and the right and left- 
wing Socialists reconciled their 
differences, many newspapers 
hailed the birth of a real two 
party system in Japan. Since 
then, however, so much space 
has been devoted to the inter 
necine quarrels of both, to the 
numerous factions into which 
they are split, and to their in- 
tricate maneuverings “behind 
the black screen” that their 
readers might legitimately 
wonder whether the two par- 
ties did not exist only in name; 
and the mergers which had 
ushered them in had not merely 
papered over the existing 
cracks. 

Japanese political parties 
have sometimes been compared 
to Whigs and Tories in the age 
of Walpole—coalitions of war- 
ring factions based not on dis- 
tinct policies but on personal 
allegiance to certain leaders, 
and held together more by the 
egge. of political power than 

y common ideals or ideologies. 
And the role of a party leader 
‘and Prime Minister, like that 
of Robert Walpole, was to keep 
the factions sufficiently in check 
to able to govern. 

Surface Similarity 

The comparison is only valid 
superficially. If the cliques and 
factions of present-day Japa- 
nese politics are strongly re- 
miniscent of the cabals and 
juntas of 18th centu Eng- 
land, the differences "between 
conservatives and Socialists are 
immeasurably more real than 
those between Whigs and 
Tories, both drawn from the 
propertied and privileged class- 
es, and both ready to forget 
their quarrels to defend their 
rights, if necessary, against the 
‘lower orders. 

The essence of a real party 
system is that the parties 
should coincide with completely 
intelligible bodies of interest. 
By and large, conservatives and 
Socialists do in Japan: the con- 
servatives represent the tradi- 
tional, propertied sections of 
the community; the Socialists, 
the less favored laboring mass- 
es, impatient for change. 

Arthur Balfour once said that 
“the party system can only be 
worked out under best condi- 
tions if the differences between 
parties are real, without being 
so revolutionary as to divide 
classes of society or sections of 
opinion in hopeless alienation 
one from the other. If differ- 
ences scarcely exist, as in the 
18th century, politics are no 
more than a football match or 
the sordid pursuit of the prizes 
of office.” 

Not Working Yet 

The two party system exists, 
in a sense, in Japan; but it has 
hardly yet begun to work ef- 
fectively. The main trouble is 
that neither side really believes 
in it. 

Mosaburo Suzuki, the pres- 
ident of the Socialist Party, 
stated at a party congress last 
year that the two party system 
neither existed nor was desired 
by the Socialists — in its true 
sense of groupings refiécting 
broad public interests rather 
than narrow class interests. The 
present parties, he said, were 
based on capitalism, and on the 


working classés under capital- 


ism. There was no true democ- 
racy in this country and politics 
Were monopolized by § the 
majority. Japan should not and 
would not continue the endless 
see-saw game of two regimes as 
in Britain. The Socialists’ aim 
was the establishment of a So- 
cialist state. 
Gulf Too Wide 

On the other side of the 
fence, the opinion has frequent- 
ly been expressed, if not so 
blatantly, that the two party 
system is satisfactory and de- 
sirable if the governing party 
remains in control of the 


Adenauer’s Turnabout 


West German Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer has decided to 
withdraw his candidacy for the 
figurehead post of President and 
remain in his present post. The 
Chancellor attributed his. turn- 
about to deterioration of the in- 
ternational situation. There 
have been a number of world 
developments that doubtless 
caused his misgivings. At the 
Geneva conference, German 
unification is likely to be shelv- 
ed because of Soviet opposition 
to the West’s plain. An East- 
West compromise arrangement 
on Berlin is reported to include 
cutting back the Western forces 
and virtually recognizing East 
Germany that Adenauer hates. 
—Asahi Shimbun.

majority, and if the Opposition 
remains more or less perma- 
nently in the political wilder- 
ness. And it is difficult not to 
feel, at least in the present 
stage of democratic evolution 
of Japan, that if the Socialists 
ever seriously looked like wrest- 
ing power from -the conser- 
vatives, the latter would not 
pretend much longer to play 
the game according to the rules, 
but would change them in or- 
der to perpetuate their power. 

Judged by the criterion of Bal- 
four, the two party system can- 
not work properly in Japan be- 
cause the gulf between the par- 
ties is too great and because 
the parties themselves are too 
weak and divided. The normal 
alternation of parties in power, 
based on the idea that funda- 
mentally both will serye the 
State in a different way, and 
that when one has had a chance 
the electorate is inclined to give 
a try to the other, does not 
exist here. 

Social Upheaval 

A change of government in Ja- 
pan following the victory of the 
Socialists at the polls would, in 
the present state of their think- 
ing, amount to a political and 
social revolution. The ideologi- 
cal guif between right and left 
is too wide; the change from 
one to the other would theoreti- 
cally mean a complete over- 
turning of the social structure, 
and a sharp change in the di- 
rection of Japanese foreign pol- 
icy (though one is inclined to 
doubt whether. the Socialists 
would in fact prove as revolu- 
tionary in action as they are in 
word). 

The cause lies in the doctrin- 
aire Marxist character of the 
main stream of the Japanese 
Socialist movement, its char- 
acter as a “class” party rather 
than a “ le’s rty. By a 
vicious F mew ‘ which” is "oo 
trimental to the healthy growth 
of the parliamentary system, the 
longer the Socialist Party is 
denied by the electorate the op- 
portunity of taking office, the 
more doctrinaire, revolutionary 
and impractical its policies and 
platforms become, and conse- 
quently the less chance it has 
of broadening its support by ap- 
pealing to the floating vote 
which alone could bring it to 


wer. 

The Socialists often accuse 
the Government and ruling 
Liberal-Democratiec Party of. us- 
ing the “tyranny of the majori- 
ty” to pursue their ends. The- 
oretically, to speak of “tyranny” 
is absurd, because the majority 
is legally entitled to rule. But 
there is an unwritten law in 
countries like Britain which 
have a two party system that 
a majority at the polls is not 
a blank cheque valid until the 
next elections. 

More Than Opposition 

The efficient working of the 
two party system forbids 
arbitrary action. Abuse of par- 
liamentary power normally in- 
vites repudiation of the Govern- 
ment by the electors, although 
in Britain there is no check up- 
on what a parliamentary majori- 
ty can legally do. But the Gov- 
ernment is restrained from ex- 
cesses or frontal clashes with 
public opinion by the thought 
that the Opposition can take 
over at any time. 

The Opposition in fact must 
be more than a mere opposi- 
tion; it should be an alternative 
Government constantly ready 
to step into the shoes of the 
Government it is criticizing. 
In Japan, the controversies 
over the reform of education, 
the small constituencies, and 
the powers of the police have 
shown clearly that it is not so. 

-Public opinion only very ex- 
ceptionally acts as a check on 
the Government; and the criti- 
cism and obstruction of the Op- 
position are unrestrained by 
the prospect of taking over and 
therefore often quite irrespon- 
sible. 

.The weakness and divisions 
of the two major parties in Ja- 
pan also warp the working of 
the two party system. Weak 
majorities, and therefore weak 
Governments, ‘tend to act 
arbitrarily, to rally their sup- 
porters over some clear-cut is- 
sue. It was said the police bill 
was introduced last year to re- 
group the faction-torn conser- 
vatives behind their leader. 
Similarly, the Socialists have 
deliberately to stress and ex- 
acerbate the differences  be- 
tween themselves and the con- 
servatives in order to overcome 
their own internal rivalries. 

No Special Virtue 

There is no special virtue in 
the two party system. It ha 
pens to be the one which, in 
England after centuries of very 
tempestuous politics (which are 
often forgotten now), was found 
to suit the interests of every- 
one reasonably well. It has its 


strong critics among English- 
men themselves, and it has not 
yet been proved that it is really 
exportable, or indeed beneficial 
elsewhere. Jt rests on a notion 
of compromise which is peculiar- 
ly Anglo-Saxon. 


Many other peoples feel too 
strongly On matters of principle 
to adjust them to the needs of 
stable government. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether this 
notion of compromise is shared 
by the Japanese. In Japan, ow- 
ing to the conception of “face,” 
it could be argued that com- 


promise is only possible when | 


neither side wins or loses, and 
when things are arranged be- 
hind the scenes to the satisfac- 
tion of both. 

In England, there is very real 
and open conflict between both 
parties, and success or failure 
in an election is stark and bru- 
tal. When Sir Winston Chur- 
chill in 1954 was repudiated by 
the electorate in a way which 
shocked many people even in 
England, he took it in his stride 
and thought he would get his 
own back later—which he did. 

A Center Party 

To judge the Japanese two 
party system at present is not 
to condemn it in the future. 
Strictly speaking, it is only 
four years old, and it is bound 
to evolve. In which direction 
is the point. If power is 
monopolized semipermanently 
by the conservative party, it 
will break down completely. But 
the increasing role in politics 
of a younger generation, grown 
up since the war, under a vast- 
ly different social system, less 
hidebound and respectful of 
tradition will give the Socialists 
a better chance, and whittle 
down the present over- 
whelmingly conservative charac- 
ter of the country as a whole. 

The Opposition, on the other 
hand, may carry out an “agoniz- 
ing reappraisal” which leads it 
gradually from ideologies to 
practical politics. As individual- 
ism increases, personal loyalties 
may diminish, and factions and 
cliques based upon them lose 
their influence. But it is doubt- 
ful whether the see-saw of con- 
servatives and progressives in 
office which exists in England 
can ever really work here. 

There seems a strofg case in 
Japan for a third, center party, 
bridging the gap between the 
two present protagonists, and 
allowing for that species of com- 
promise by maneuvering and 
arrangement which is deeply 
rooted in the national charac- 
ter.

Japan’s Democracy _, 


LONDON (AP)—The Lon- 
don Times Friday sounded a 
warning that the outward 
smoothness of Japan’s demo- 
cracy may be all a facade. “Out- 
wardly democracy is working 


. very well,” said the independent 


and influential Times. “Some- 
thing like a two-party system 
had emerged. There is a lit- 
erate and well-informed electo- 
rate. 

“But many conservatives ac- 
cept the system only because 
their power is not immediately 
threatened and, while that lasts, 
the factional intrigue goes on in 
their ranks. The feeling grows 
that this is all a facade.” 

The Times recalled that dur- 
ing the occupation years “a 
new political landscape was laid 
out.” 

“And ever since the Japanese 
have dutifully trudged down its 
avenues, apparently accepting its 
ideas as well as its directions.” 

But there always has been 
“some skepticism” alongside the 
hope that the clash of left and 
right could be both orderly and 
creative. 

“Orderly it may still be,” said 
the Times. “Creative it shows 
very little sign of becoming. 

“A true political expression 
for Japan has yet to be found 
within a democratic framework. 

“Otherwise, as the success of 
a militant religious group in 
these (Upper House) elections 
shows, there are only the old 
gods waiting in the wings.” 


Singapore Omens 

NEW YORK: (AP)—The 
Herald Tribune said editorial- 
ly that although Singapore 
is small, “like the city states 
of Ancient Greece, it can have 
an influence far wider than its 
size would indicate.” “Geogra- 
phically,” the paper added, “it 
bestrides the major trade and 
military routes. Politically it 
has long been a nesting ground 
for Communist agents, handy 
to the many rich lands—parti- 
cularly Indonesia and Malaya— 
that they are trying to subvert. 
The victory of Lee Kuan Yew 
is therefore an event full of bad 
omens. Though Lee himself 
claims to be a non-Communist, 
he leans more toward Peiping 
than any other capital, and 
many of the men in his party 
are known Communists. They 
will miss no chance to tighten 
their grip on Singapore, and the 
antiCommunist countries that 
stand watch over this corner of 
Asia—notably Malaya and the 
SEATO nations—will need all 
their vigilance to contain the 
threat within the island that 
Raffles built.” 


Atlantic Congress 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Discus- 
sing the 14-nation Atlantic Con- 
gress, which was opened by 
Queen Elizabeth in London Fri- 
day, The Herald Tribune said 
Sunday: “The West still has a 
great mission in the world. It 
can still give military protec- 
tion to freedom. What is more 
important, it can, through close,

And they will 
suggest that the community as 
a whole is capable of great 
achievements.” 


Adenauer’s Decision 

WASHINGTON (UP)—The 
Washington Post and Times 
Herald said Konrad Adenauer’s 
decision to remain as West Ger- 
man Chancellor might have 
“profound implications” for 
Germany’s political future. It 
also branded his dramatic deci- 
sion to keep the Chancellorship 
instead of running for President 
as “the irascible action of a 
stubborn old man.” The paper 
said it was aimed at keeping 
control of both the Chancellor- 
ship and the Christian Demo- 
crat Party, The paper said dis- 
gruntiement among the party 
“may yet bring a revolt against 
Dr. Adenauer’s control.”
